cases, grave may be properly substituted for 
bell. Dr. Clark and other learned eom- 
mentators on the Old Testament, agree 
that sheol in Hebrew, is properly rendered 
grave or hell—not Hell in the sense in which 
we use the term. 
It is not, however, by mere technicali- 
ties that I would support the opinion that 
there is an intermediate state. Mere ety- 
mological quibbles can never settle such a 
question as this. It is wholly beyond the 
range of pedantry. We should rather ap- 
peal to circumstantial evidence—the best 
of evidence when corroborated by known 
facts—and subject the whole to the closest 
scrutiny ot Reason as directed by Revela- 
tion. I belleve that the circumstances at- 
tending many incidents recorded in the 
Bible, as well as tha words, texts and tenor 
of the Scripture themselves, will prove to 
the satisfaction of any rational mind that 
there is an interme‘liate state—a recepti- 
eal for the soul as well as for the body— 
where the spirits of all the dead remain in 
activity and consciousness until the day of | 
judgment. 

When Jacob heard of the death of Joseph 
he said, “I will go down into the grave 
(i. e. hades) unto my son mourning.” Did 
Jacob mean that he would be buried with 
his son Joseph in the family burial place? 
Clearly not; for, according to Jacob's ap- 
prehension, Joseph wes not in the grave 
(as we are in the habit of using the term.) 
at all. He was not in the family or any 
other grave-yard. Jacob thought “ an evil 
beast had **deyoured” him. Joseph is, 
without doubt, rent in places,” said Jacob. 
Where then was he? His body eaten by 
“gn evil beast —his soul in Aades, or the 
spirjt land. No other interpretation is ra- 
tional. 

Samuel was recalied from the dead; his 
aoul returned to re-animate the body. and 
he consistently said to the wicked Saul. 
“To-morrow thon and thy sons shall be 
with me.”
